Vienna, November 24. 

E have receiv’'d Advice from Bavaria, 
that the Gount d’Arco is marching 
to fuccour Kufftein with 8000 Ba- 
varians, and that thereupon General 
Heiiter has pofted fome Militia 

Troops to defend the Paffages, and fent Order to the 
Danith Troops that are to take Winter Quarters in 
Tyrol co haften their March to joyn him, in order to 
enable him to make Head againft the Enemy. 
From the Paris Gazerte, dated Dec. 7. 

Strasbug, Nov. 26. Letters from Memmingen of 
the roth advife, thac on the 11th che Elector of Ba- 
varia laid Siege to Kempten an Imperial Town on the 
Iiler; in which the Regiment of rhe Prince of Baden, 
commanded by the Count. of Eck, was garrifon'd. 
Which after having defended che Piace 3 days,)ielded 
it up, on honourable Conditions, and march’d out, 
after having oblig’d themfelves to leave behind them 
4 Pieces of Cannon 30 Pounders,which the Prince of 
Baden had put into the Place. A Detachment of 
Bavarians, much about the fame time, took Poffetfion 
of the Imperial Town of Kaufluren ficuare on the 
Wertach. His Electoral Highnefs of Bavaria, after 
the taking of Kempten, pa(s'd the Iller a little below 
Memmingen, having in his March taken in the Caftle 
of Grunenbach, near the Iller; by means of which 


he is Mafter of all the Country berween the Illét and 


the Ihn, in which the Prince of Baden defign’d-to 
have quarter'd his Army this Winter. On the 18th 
the Elector of Bavaria receiv’'d the News, thay Ge- 
neral Weickel, whom he had detach’d to fuccour he 
Caftle of Kuffitcin, had forc’d the Paffages in which 
the Imperialifts had intrench’d themielves, and had 
oblig'd them to raife tite Siege, which the» did wich 
great lofs, abandoning cheir Cannon and Mortars, 
From rhe Amiteréam Gazerre, dated Dec 7. 

Vienna, Nov.28. On the 25th arriv’d a Meffenger 
from Gencral Heifter, with Advice, that thar General, 
no’ being able to draw together Troops frfficient to 
erable him to oppofe the Enemy, and ‘o carr: on 
the Siege of Kufiitcin at the fame time, had thought 
fit to draw off from before that Place, and had done 
it in good Order. 

Vienna, Dec. 5. A Courier arriv’d laft night from 
Tyrol, with an Account, That after General Heifter 
had rais’d the Siege of Kuftitein,the Baron of Seafeldr, 
Commaider of that Garrifon, march’d out with 700 
Men and 2 Bield-pieces,to drive the Imperialifts from 
fome Pofts they had forcified near Kutsbuhl, but was 
in his March furprifed in a hollow way by a Party of 
Dragoons, commanded by a Lieutenant of the Regi- 
ment of Prince Engene, fent out by General Gutten- 
ftein to obferve his Motions, who, when the Enemy 
was entred the hullow way, charg’d them from the 
higher Ground on each fide fo warmly,thar they kill'd 
200 of them on the Spot,and tock as many Prifoners ; 
The Comander himfelf being wounded, and endea- 
vouring to make his Efcape, was feiz’d by a Peafant, 
and brought with the reft of the Prifoners to Ro- 
thenberg, >

Foom the bnpsvial Camp at Deutevhofien nearLeuth- 
kirken, Nov. 23. Some days ago, the Mathal de Vil- 
lars fen: a Trumpet to the Prince of Baden, to defire 
Paffort for himfelf and his Servants, and another 
for the Count de Marin his Succeffor; which the 
Prince refas'd to grant, as a thing he had nor power 


to do without exprefS leave from his Imperial Ma- 
jefty. We cannox comprehend for what reafon it was 
‘not thought worth while to {uccour Kempten,a Place 
fo near us. The Lieutenant that commanded in 
Grunenbach has becn bioken by the Prince of Baden, 
for making no better a Retiftarice.

Ausbuig, Nov. 29. “Lis faid General d’Arco is ad- 
Vvanceing towards this City,but we are in a good con- 
dition of Defence. ‘Lhe Prince of Baden has affur'd 
General Bibra, who commands the 6000 Imperialifts 
gairifon’d here, that he will hold his Army in a rea- 
dinefs to (uccour him whenever there fhaii be occafion. 

F om the Camp of the Prince of Baden at Alfchaufen, 


Nov. 26. On the 21ft the Enemies Army appear'd in 


order of Bartle in fight of our Camp, which they did, 
as we are inform’d fince, to favour the Paffage of a 
Convoy that was coming to them from Schaffhuyfen, 
and which arriv’d on the 24ch and brought them, 


“'tis faid, 70000 Louis d’Or, Cloathing ‘for 15000 


Men, and feveral Officers. This Convoy being 
guarded by 6000 Men,General Palfi, who was pofted 
in a narrow way with 1600 Horfe was oblig’d to let 
them pafs. Two days ago, on Inteiligence that 500 
French were Forraging about Kidlingen, the Prince 
of Baden order’d ‘out 400 Men, who cut them all off, 
giving no Quarter. 
From ihe Leiden Gazette, dated Dec. 18. 

Frankfoit, Dec. 12. The Prince of Baden having 
Vifited the Lines of Buhl and Stohioffen, and having 
given the neceffary Orders for defending thofe Lines 
and all the Paifages of the Rhine from thence down 
to Manheim, arriv’d fome days ago at Afchaffem- 
bourg, where he defigns to continue fome time, and 
1s at prefent feiz’d with a Fit of the Gout. Several 
Envoys and other Perfons of Qualicy are gone from 
hence thiuher co confer with hisH ghnefs. The Army 
of the Empire, which that Prince has left to be com- 
minded b, General Thungen, is feparated and al- 
ready gone inco the Winter Quarters affign’d them 
in Swabia, and that part of Auftria which borders on 
the Lake of Conftance. The Body commanded by 
Count Stirum is canton’d about Kerkheim, and that 
General has obtain’d leave to repair to Vienna.
